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REMARKS 

Applicant respectfully acknowledges the Examiner's review of the 
specification, claims, and drawings and indication of allowable subject matter. In light of the 
above amendments and following remarks. Applicant respectftilly request reconsideration of 
the present application. The amendments and remarks presented herein are fiiUy supported by 
the application as originally filed. No new matter has been entered. 
Tenninal Disclaimer : 

The Examiner states that the Disclaimer filed on February 24, 2003, was not 
received. Applicant re.submits herewith a copy of the Terminal Disclaimer to obviate the 
obviousnes.s-type double patenting rejection of Claims 107-114, 118-122, 125-147, 151-155, 
158-179. 183-187, 190-213, 217-221, and 224-245 under the judicially created doctrine of 
double patenting over Claims 1-62 of U.S. Patent No. 6,296,379, Claims 1-61 of U.S. Patent 
No. 6,299,333, Claims 1 -40 of U.S. Patent No. 6.1 76.602, Claims 1^165 of U.S. Patent No. 
5,879.074, Claims 1-1 M of U.S. Patent No. 6,086,229, Claims 1-164 of U.S. Patent No! 
6,074,077, Claims 1-106 of U.S. Patent No. 5.497.306, and Claims 1-121 of U.S. Patent No. • 
5,669,705. The reference to U.S. Patent No. 5,313,335 appears to be in error, since this 
patent i.s not owned by the Applicant. 

Applicant respectfiilly requests that the obvioa.sness-type double patenting 
rejection be reconsidered and withdrawn. 
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Election/Restriction : 

Although Claims 148-150. .156, 157, 214-216. and 222-223 were withdrawn 
from consideration as being drawn to a non-elected species, Applicant respectfiiUy requests 
that these claims qow be entered back into the case and allowed with the claims from which 
they depend, as the claims from which they depend arc allowable generic claims at least with 
respect to these species. 
Status of the Claims : 

Claims 141^153, 155-219,and221-245arependinginthcapplication. Claims 
107-140, 1 54. and 220 have been cancelled hcreiji. Claims 1-106 were previou.sIy cancelled. 
Claims 172-205 are allowed. Claim 154 and 220 were objected to but were indicated as 
being allowable if rewritten in independent form. Accoixlingly. Applicant has amended 
Claims 141 and 206 to incorporate the limitations of Claim.s 154 and 220. respectively; 
therefore. Applicant respectfully urges that Claims 141 and 206 along widi their respective 
dependent claims, namely Claim.<! 142-153. 155-171. 207-219, and 221-245, are now rn 
allowable form. 

Claim Rejections Under U.s.C. 6 \n. Second Pam frrapi,- 

The Examiner rejects Claims 121 under 35 U.S.C. § 1 12. second paragraph, as 
being indefinite and incomplete. Claim 121 has been cancelled. Accordingly, Applicant 
respectfully urges that the rejection to Claim 1 2 1 is obviated.

103(a) as being unpatentable over JP 61-188242 in view of Tran. 
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Applicant respectfully traverses. Notwithstandmg, Applicant has cancel^^ 
Claims 1.07-140, amended Claim 141 to incorporate the Jimitatiom of Clauii 15^^ 
imicnded Claim 206 to incoiporate the limitation.^ of Claim 220, for the purpose of expediting 
allowance of the pre.sent application ^vithout prejudice to pursue the cancelled claims and 
simiJar claims in a continuation application. 

Accordingly, Applicant respectfully urge.'! that Claim 141 and its dependent 
. c¥ms.namelyClaim.sl42.1S3andl55-171,arepateatablydistinguishableoverJP61- 
188242 in view of Tran or in view of any otherretcrcnce of retord. In addition. Applicant 
respectfully urges that Claim 206 and its dependent claims, namely Claim.s 207-219 and 221- 

245, are now patentably distinguishable over JP 61-188242 in vnew of Tmn o^ 
other reference of record. 

The Examuierrejects Claims 107-111. 118, 121, 128, 134, 135, 141-144, 147, 

151, 161, 167, 168, 171. 206-210, 213, 217, 227, 233. 234, and 240-245 under 35 O.S.e. § 
103(a) as being unpatentable over DE 3635473 in view of Tran. 

Applicant respectfully traverses. Notwithstanding, Applicant has cancelled 
Claims 107-140, amended Claim 141 to incorporate the limitations of Claim 1 54, and 
amended Claim 206 to incoT>onite die limitations of Claim 220. for the purpose of expediting 

allowance of the present application withoutprcjudice to pursue the cancelled claims and 
similar claims in a continuation application. 

Accordingly. Applicant respectfijlly urges that Claim 141 and its dependent 
claims, namely Claims 142-153 and 155-171, arcpatcntably distinguishable over DE 
3635473 inviewofTranorinv,ewofanyothcrreferenceofrecord. In addition, Applicant 
respectfully urges that Claim 206 and its dependent claims, namely Claims 207-2 1 9 and 2 
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245, are patentably distinguishable over DE 3635473 in view of Tran or in view of any other 
refcaxince of record. 

The Examiner reject?: Claims 1 12-1 14, i 19, 120, 125-127, 136-140. 145, 146, 
152, 153, 158-160, 169. 170. 211, 212, 218, 219, 224-226, and 235-239 under35 U.S.G. § 
103(a) as being unpatentable over IP 61-188242 or DE 363,5473 in view of Tran and further 
in "view of Roberts. 

Applicant respectfully traverses. Notwithstanding, Applicant bas cancelled 
Claims 107-140, amended Claim 141 to incbrporatc the limitations dfOatm 154. and ■ 
amended Claim 206 to incorporate the limitations of Claim 220, fortbe purpose of expediting 
allowance of the pre.sent application without prejudice to pursue the cancelled claims and 
similiir claims in a contilnuation application. . 

Accordingly, Applicant respectfully ui^es that Claims 145, 146, 1 52, 1 53, 
158-160, 169, 170. which depend from allowable Claim 141. ahdClaims 211, 2l2, 218. 219, 
224-226. and 235-239, which depend from^allowable Claim 206. are patentably 
distinguishable over DE 3635473 or JP 61-188242 in view of Tran or in view of any other 
reference of reco rd. 

The Examiner rejects Claims 122, 155, and 221 under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as 
being unpatentable over JP 61-1 88242 or DE 3635473 in view of Tran and further in view of 
Roberts. 

Applicant respectf\illy traverses. Notwithstanding, AppUcant has cancelled 
Claims 1 07- 140, amended Claim 1 41 to incorporate the limitations of Claim 154, and 
amended Claim 206 to incorporate the limitations of Claim 220. for the pu^jose of expediting 
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allowance of the present application without prejudice to pursue the cancelled claims and 
simi lar claims in a contin nation application. 

Accordingly, Applicant respectfully urges that Claims 1 55 and 221 . which 
depend from allowable Claims 1 4 1 and 220, respectively, arc patentably distinguishable over 
DE 3635473 or JP 61-1 88242 in view of Tnm or in view of any other reference of record. 

Hie Examiner rejects Claims 1 29-133, 162-1 65. and 228-232 under 35 U.S.C. 
§ 103(a) as being unpatentable over JP 61-188242 or DE 3635473 in view of Tnin and furtlier 
in view of Roberts. 

AppUcant respectfully traverses. Notwithstanding, Applicant has cancelled 
Claims 1 07-140, amended Claim 141 to incorporate the hmitations of Claim 154, and 
amended Claim 206 to incorporate the limitations of Claim 220, for the purpose of expediting 
allowance of the present application without prejudice to pursue the cancelled claims and 
similar claims in a continuation application. 

Accordingly, Applicant respectfully urges that Claims 1 62-1 65, which depend 
from allowable Claim 141, and Claims 228-232, which depend from allowable Claim 206, 
are patentably distinguishable over DE 3635473 or JP 61-1 88242 in view of Tran or Roberts 
or in view of any other reference of record. 

In view of the above amendments and remarks. Applicant respectfully requests 
reconsideration of the present application and a Notice of Allowance of all claims., namely 
Claims 141-153, 155-219, and 221-245.
